Purpose: The purpose of the Military Numismatists Scholarship Fund is to promote, strengthen and grow the mi 
litary numismatics community by sponsoring individuals to participate in the Military Numismatics Seminar at th 
e American Numismatic Association Summer Seminar. Specifically targeted are newcomers to the hobby, indivi 
duals with an established interest but new to the military numismatics community, and advanced military numi 
smatists, who are expected to contribute to the content and overall success of the course.'][\ 

Basic Course: 

The number of military and emergency issues created as a result of World War II is vast and fascinating. Additi 
onally, the issues are remarkably diverse in purpose, use, design and production. Because of the emergency ci 
rcumstances that were common, most of the issues were paper, but coin issues were also created. Both are inc 
luded in the course. Because of the vastness of the material a case study approach is used. Many different iss 
ues are covered at varying depths to represent the greater universe of issues. United States Military Payment C 
ertificates, Allied military currency, and Japanese Invasion Money are covered in depth. Remarkably, most oft 
hese issues pose many questions and mysteries making for fascinating studies that range from introductory dis 
cussions to cutting edge research. 

Advanced Course: For students who have completed the basic Military Numismatics Course (or have permissio 
n of the instructors) an advanced aCoegraduate seminaraC style class runs concurrently with the basic class. Ad 
vanced course students, in addition to independent study and sharing re¬ 
enactments with the basic course, will receive intensive instruction in short blocks including identifying and attri 
buting notes and bonds that have no English on them. Students work independently on projects tailored to indiv 
idual interests while also participating in the special a€oeFesta€ reenactments of the class. 

Instructors: Joseph E. Boling and C. Frederick Schwan, co-authors of 

World War II Remembered, history in your hands-a numismatic study and several other books relating to 
military numismatics. 

Eligibility: Anyone having a passion for military numismatics is welcome to apply for a scholarship. The selectio 
n committee will award scholarships based on information and responses to questions in the application. Inquir

Preference will be given to aCoebasic course,a€ first¬ 
time applicants. No one shall be awarded more than two scholarships from this program. 

Costs Covered: The award of a scholarship carries a maximum value of $1120 (USD.) You must register by April

s Dormitory (double occupancy) for five nights (Saturday to Wednesday), all of your meals, and free airport shut 
ties picking up and returning Seminar students to the Colorado Springs Airport. Scholarship does not cover tran 
sportation to and from Colorado Springs or airport shuttles from/to Denver. Anyone awarded a scholarship will b 
e required to join the ANA at individual expense if not already a member. A one- 
year basic membership is $28 with an online magazine.

Larry is the leader in that field and the author of the standard 
reference thereon. Now he is working on a catalog of aviation stocks and bonds. 

Obviously, the show provided plenty of opportunity for us to work on his new project. Speaking strictly of stock 
certificates, I did not find anything for my WWII collection, but I did find two related items for my WWII 
collection that I really like. 

The first is a United States Treasury War Finance Committee certificate awarded for war bond purchases. This 
is one of the well known Disney certificates. They are popular with Disney collectors as well as bond collectors 
and probably some other type of numismatists as well. 




The certificates as well as some varieties are listed in Remembered, and in the WWII bond book. The 
certificate that I found was the variety printed by Colwell Press of Minneapolis. Minnesota. This variety is listed 
in the bond book, but not in Remembered, but I did not have one.

The other find was similar in that it is a certificate for war bond sales. I had not seen this one. It is a certificate 
of honor issued for the purchase of a bond toward the building of a Corsair Shipboard Fighter Plane. The 
certificate was awarded on Labor Day 1942. 

Of particular interest is the fact that the certificate is serially numbered. I would love to have reports of 
others. 

As I typed the above paragraph, Super Bowl LIV kicked off. It has been a trial. I had great difficulty with the 
images this time. I hope that I have solved the problems, but I am far from sure.

The most interesting one was a collection of Foreign Trade Payment Certificates that was lost in 
registered mail! As part of my claim, I talked to several old-time coin dealers. None had ever heard of missing 
registered mail. 

The postal service paid off in that case without too much difficulty. We have never hear anything about the 
FTPC. 

When I do send any of the stuff that we collect via any deliver service where I am asked to describe the 
contents. I say the the contents is historic documents. 

I suggest that you clip the list of notes along with Bill's email and phone and post it in your MPC book.

Book report on Philippine Emergency Notes: Counterstamped, Signed & Initialed (CSI) 2 nd edition by Kenneth 
J. E. Berger, D. Env. 2019.

I collect a large variety of numismatic items, especially those related to World War II. Needless to say I 
have had to collect some Philippine Guerrilla/Emergency notes. For me it is one of the many things I collect 
but not my main focus. In the E-sylum I learned about Ken Berger was coming out with new edition of his book 
and I decided I needed another reference on Guerrilla/Emergency notes to acid to my reference library. 

I assumed the book would show the counterstamped, signed and initialed notes and list them. The 
book does do that, but I was pleasantly surprised it does more. It starts out with the history of Cebu notes and 
CSI notes and the history of Cebu CSI notes. A lot of this information was interesting and new to me. After this 
there is a discussion of the Museo Sugbo Hoard, error notes and counterfeits. It then lists the CSI notes of the 
areas where the notes were issued. 

There is still more as there is an appendix with a discussion on Conrad Nielsen, Mindanao notes, notes 
designed by Julian Jumalin, examples of multiple CSIs on one note, other CSIs not found on Cebu notes and 
other notes with CSI. 

Ken did an amazing amount of research for this book and it is extremely detailed. The images are black 
and white but wait, there is more (as they say on TV), a CD of color images on the notes is included with the 
book. 

I found the book interesting and useful even though I am not an extreme Guerrilla/Emergency note 
collector. I now need to check the CSI on the notes I have and I am sure I will want to collect more.

Dear Gramsters, 

What is it worth. That constant-and difficult-question. I include a rather long essay on the 
question in the introduction to the catalog section of the MPC book. I believe that it was also 
included in the Gram sometime over the past two decades. 

The main point of the essay is that there is no "true" value. The value is estimated by the 
interested parties. When it comes to a price (hopefully based on a value), it is decided by 
negotiation between a buyer and a seller. 

I have a few points to add to the essay. The first was taught to me by Ken Bressett the 
famed, now retired, editor of the Redbook. He taught me that that book, the MPC book, and 
all (well most) of the other numismatic catalogs do not list prices. They list values! I might 
add that they include value estimates. The introduction to the Redbook explicitly states the 
obvious further restriction that they are for a particular time (moment). 

At the first Military Numismatics Seminar, Warner Talso pushed me on the matter of 
value/price. Ultimately, I told Warner that the buyer must decide what the item is worth to 
him/her. He and I have reflected on that discussion many times over the ensuing years 
(decades (yikes)). 

RCs question is a little more specific. What about the price (value) of MPC Series 591 now or 
at least when he wrote since I sat on the letter for too long. 

After all of the above theory, is there an answer to RCs question? I am not sure, but I have 
some comments that might be of interest. 

The values (prices) of MPC are down a bit since August 10, 2016! That was the day that the 
Paymaster Collection was sold at the ANA World's Fair of Money by Stacks Bowers Galleries 
in Anaheim. (See comments about the catalog at the end of this answer). 

I believe that that was the most important date in the history of MPC collecting (not of MPC 
but of MPC collecting). Most of you remember that sale and many of you purchased items 
from the sale. I did. It include more great material than any other sale of MPC. It included 
many pieces that were not previously know in any collection. 

Although the sale included the highest hammer price ever recorded for a military payment 
certificate ($18800), many of the items in the sale failed to meet estimates or sold (in my 
opinion) at low or bargain prices. 

Why was that? May factors influence prices realized in an auction beside the value of the 
item in question. Location and venue of the sale, competition of many kinds, national 
economy, advertising and more. In this cause I believe that the reason was that the sale 
included just too much great MPC. 

I do not think that there was a single MPC collector who could have afforded to buy all of 


the things that he/she did not have! Collector had to choose among those that they wanted. 
This reduced competition over the entire sale. 

Some of the items from the sale were bought by dealers for resale. These items were 
around the market for a few months. I believe that most of those items have now been 
resold and reside in collections. 

Most of the above factors reduced demand for MPC and that reduction can still be felt in 
the market. I believe that the market has rebounded some and continues to, but it certainly 
was depressed. 

Is all of this bad news? Not in my opinion a slump is a buying opportunity! The market is 
still there. I cannot think of a single really rare MPC that came onto the market since the 
Paymaster collection, but I am certain that really rare pieces will still sell at strong prices. 

I will give you an example. Possibly it is the ultimate example. First, to test your 
knowledge, what is the only issued MPC replacement (by type not printing) that has not been 
reported in any collection? It is the Series 651 $5. Replacement collectors have been seeking 
this note for decades. Everyone wants it. If found, how much would it sell for? Who knows. 
Would it be more or less than it would have if the Paymaster Collection had never sold? 
Again, I do not know. The good news there is that there is no way to know. 

I need to make a few more comments about the last unreported replacement. In addition 
to the Series 651 $5, the four fractional denominations of that series have no replacements 
reported. 

When I stated collecting MPC seriously in the 1970s, we believed that the fractionals had 
never been issued. It was such a dream to think about getting a single issued piece that no 
one even thought about replacements thereof. 

While modest hoards of all four fractionals have been sold into the market, we hardly ever 
talk about replacements of these fractionals. I believe that they exist! I believe that we will 
see one. Someone among us will touch and hold one. I wish that I knew when. 

So there you have the best that I can do to answer the ultimate question: What is it worth? 

The auction catalog for the Stack's Bowers sale of the Paymaster collection is a classic and 
belong in all MPC collections. I hope that you got one at the time. If not.... 

The auctioneers created the catalog in several formats. The nicest and most limited 
production was spiral bound. It was only available at the convention. After the sale I begged 
for some left over catalog and obtained most of a box. 

I tore out the non MPC stuff, had the book postmarked on the convention floor and 
numbered my special editions. Then I begged Joe Boling to carry the box back east. To do 
that he had to put up with the box on his cart for a few days. Then he had to carry it to the 
next Fest. Joe laid claim to number eight for all of his work (well earned I would say). 

I put the box in my warehouse thinking that one of these days I would have reason to pull 
them out. So, assuming that I can find the catalogs, I will offer them at the MPC Fest bourse 
on Friday 16 April. If you want one, but are not going to the Fest-shame on you. Ok, life is 
full of disappointments. If you want one I will mail one to you for $15 (postpaid). I will sell 
them at the Fest for $10 each. 

It just hit me. I will hereby donate the number 1 fixed up catalog to the scholarship auction.

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One of the great holes in our knowledge about military payment certificates 
has been filled. As if out of the ether appearing in the catalog of a forthcoming 
auction is a Series 701 $5 replacement! No such replacements have been 
heretofore reported in any collection. 

There are many interesting aspects to the discovery of this great note. The 
first thing that you will notice is that the certificate has two holes. Such holes 
are well known. Most (I believe all) of the first printing regular issue format (as 
opposed to specimens and replacements) notes in collections have these 
holes. 

While other stories have circulated, I believe that these holes were intended 
as cancellations. If you look at the listings for first printing replacements in the 
MPC book (page 240), you will find that the notes have these holes. Since the 
book was released (2002) specimens from the first printing without the holes 
have been placed into collections, but none with regular issue serial numbers. 

At the same time, I have not seen any of the second printing certificates with 
the cancellation holes-until now. This replacement is from the second printing. 

The very existence of this replacement is of course the headline, but there is 
more. The relationship between the serial number and position number is 
different than found on earlier issues. Sadly, I have not solved this mystery. I 
spent some time on it, but did not want to hold up this story. I believe that we 
can solve it, and will of course report when I do. I also would be happy to 
simply report the results if you solve it! 

The note is in the Stacks-Bowers auction of March 20 and 24. The auction 
was scheduled to be in Baltimore, but late news is that the sale will be near the 
company headquarters in California.
